Up to the eanpot denuary 
last he could inspire his troops wit 
the thought that they were on their 
way to rescue the heroic defenders 
of Port Arthur, and regain the har- 
bour to the Baltic fleet.

THE DEATH OF SIR 
ROBERT JARDINE. 


80th February. 
‘THOUGH a greab many years have 


passed since he was actually in 
hina, Sir Robert Jardine, whose 


death is announeed at the ripe age 
of eighty, has been recognised for « 
very long time as the head of the 


British commercial community in 
Hongkong and China. The great 
firm of which he was the senior and 
jn fact the proprietor was never 
more prominent in the Far East 
than it is ap the present moment, 
and the guiding influence of Sir 
Robert Jardine has never been absent 
from it. The death of Sir Robert 
carries us back actually to the 18th 
century, for Mr. Andrew Jardine 
from whom his nephew, afterwards 
Sir Robert Jardine, took over the 
firm of Jardine, Matheson & Co. 
‘came out to Canton originally in the 
18th century in the service of the 
East India Company. ‘There has al- 
ways been a stream of good men to 
curry on tho work of the firm in the 
Easd, but the guiding spirit bas 


always been the old Scotsman whose 
deat! recorded to-day. It came 
‘sa very sudden blow here, but 


news of his illness reached Hong- 
cong some days ago. 

‘Sir Robert Jardine was born in 
1825 and married in 1867, his heir 
being his son Robert, born in 1868. 
He was a Liberal in politics, and 
was successively member for Ashbur- 
ton, Dumfries, and Dumfriesshire, 
retiring in 1892. To describe what 
the British morchaut in China was 
in Sir Robert's day, and what to 4 
great extent he has remained, we 
cannot do better than quote the 
opinion of an unimpeaohable autho- 
rity, Mr. Alexander Michie, in “The 
Englishman in China”

FEMALE EDUCATION 
IN CHINA. 


Mist February. 

One of the most hopeful signs for 
the future welfare of China, though 
as yet the promise is no bigger than 
‘s man’s band, is the incipient desire, 
we might almost say the determina- 
tion, on. the part of both men and 
women of far-secing intelligence, to 
attempt female education on a wider 
scalethan hasye heen déne Through- 
out a long past the education of the 
Celestial empire, apart from the 
imperfections inseparable from’ the 
system, has lamentably failed. be~ 
cause it has almost entirely over- 
looked one half of the population, 
who should have shared ite advant-" 
ages. In ‘the West -very divergent 
ideas obtain as to what constitutes @ 
sound education. A recent writer’ 
affirms that an education should 
appeal concomitantly to the great 
intellectual faculties of the indivi- 
dual. Ib should minister to the 
capacity and development of the 
imagination, the memory, and the 
reflection, On the other hand, an- 
other great authority has maintained 
that what concerns the physical 
sciences is no burning matter of daily 
interest to the average mind. Ina 
‘word, we should universally be mor- 
lists and only by accident geome- 
tricians, Therefore, “the education 
which is most helpful to the masses, 
is that which will instract the moral 
faculty, and develop it into a robust 
activity, Not only eo, but the 
average education should tend to 
make us agreeable and ploasing in 
out intercourse with our fellows, and 


{farnish ue with a standard of right 


and wrong which may be conformed 
to under all conditions. Therefore 
that is the best education which is 
secured by familiarit; with the poets, 
the historians, and the moralists. 

To-day, there is @ tendency to 
strengthen the robustness of the 
mind, and encourage it to assert 
its powers, and wrestle with many 
problems which will confront ib in 
life. Whether the mind which is 
educated after the ee20nd standard 
tnentioned above is the happier, need 
not be considered here, It is certain 
that'an all-conquering desire to know 
hhas seized upon the people ofthe West, 
and.it is probable that while deter- 
mined efforts are being made to know 
the unknowable, ignorance of what 
might and should be known, is 
general. 

Edueation in China bas not in any 
way tended to discourage faith in the 
system which has been handed down 
from the past. The minds have been 
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few, specially of recent years, which 
have been constrained to leave the 
bea‘en paths, and become, so to 
speak, intellecfual Stanleys, exploring 
unlit forests ‘and penetrating un- 
opened jungles. On the other hand, 
it ppusp be admitted that moralists, 
historians, essayists, and poets have 
been laid under obligation to form 
the minds of the young whose means 
have beea ample. enough to secure 
leisure for this pursuit. But as we 
hinted above, ‘speaking ~ generally, 
girls have been passed by, and except 
in instances comparatively rare, have 
never been taught anything except. 
what would lend. itself to the adorn- 
ment of the person, and the pleasures 
of the table. Whether Confucius is 
in guy way responsible for this omis- 
sion is a moot question. It may be 
affirmed, without fear of contradic- 
tion, that he practically ignored 
women in, his teaching, and, in his 
two or three references to the gentler 
sex, of his own family or relatives, 
he troats them according to his owa 
plans, without any reference to their

The site occupied by foreigners, a 
hilly little peninsula with a strip of 
beach on which there are some 
foreign houses, is very. much confin- 
ed, and the native town increases 
so fuat that the foreign quarter has 
no opportunity for expansion. To 
make Chefoo what it should be, a 
municipality is urgently required 
with an active secretary. There is 
a General Purposes Committee, or 
“@. P.C.,” as it is called, which is a 
voluntary organisation supported by 
contributions, which makes tentative 
efforts at policing, lighting, road- 
making, etc. What.improvements 
Chefoo has, are due to this G. P.C., 
* and those who constitute and con- 
tribute to it, deserve praise and 
ratitude; but what is wanted isa 
legally constituted municipality, with 
the right to tax the evil and the 
good, the just and the unjust, and 
to raise enough by taxation to en- 
sure the making of good roads, the 
enforcement of sanitary regulations, 
the proper policing and lighting, the 
general maintenance of good order 
as modern civilisation construes 
good order. ‘The provision of proper 
drainage, with -the enforcement of 
sanitary regulations, is one of the 
most important points in a Settle- 
ment which is age 3 cramped by the 
extension of the Chinese town, and 
which was once the sanitarium of 
North and Central China, and is 
still a health resort in the summer. 
The establishment of a munici- 
ality at Chefoo was well in hand 
Bofore the Boxer troubles, but the 
upheaval in 1900 put an end for the 
time to the negotiations that were 
going on, and that have now been 
energetically resumed, backed by 
the spirited action of the “ Chefoo 
Daily News.” Foreign residents of 
all nationalities are practically unani- 
mous in desiring the change, and it 
is understood that while the tem- 
perature of the Foreign Consuls is 
at various heights, there is none who 
is actually cold in his regard to the 
scheme, The Diplomatic Body at 
Peking with whom the decision rests 
will doubtless pay attention to the 
wishes of their nationals, but they 
will probably ultimately be guidedt 
by the reports of the Consuls, so that 
it is most important tu* secure the 
adhesion of the latter to the scheme. 
There have, of course, been rumours 














Tsingtao, with 
its railway communication with the 
interior of Shantung, hes secured 
such advantages, that it has 
little now to fear from the 
rivalry of Chefoo; and England, the 
United States, and Japan have

A Usefal New Organisation. 
The meeting convened by Mr. J. W. 








Davidson (Acting American Consul-Gene- 
yal) to discuss the possibility of diminish- 
ing what is conveniently: known as the 


“‘beacheomber nuisance,” while securing 
that no really destitute American shall go 
without assistance, was vory laryoly at- 
tended on Tuesday afternoon, The Court- 
room at the Consulate was completely 
filled, a sections of the American 
community were influentially represented, 
Mr. Davidson presided, and in the coures 
of the proceedings the Bev. W. P. Bentley 
was chosen xs Seoretary for the meeting. 
The Chairman remarked that this was 
not the first attempt to deal with » problem 
that presses somewhat heavily on Shanghai. 
Some years ago there was an organisation 
by the then Consul-Goneral, and of a 
fand then in existence a balance remain 
ed of $73, which could be turned over to 
anew Society if one were formed. The 
number of indigent Americans at present 
in Shanghai was much larger than it waa a 
year ago. Some cases were worthy, ba 
generally the Americans and other foreign. 
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swho appealed fotahasity belonged td thi’) 
beachcomber” class. ‘The public 
Shanghai had geined @ reputation for being 
‘susceptible to the pleading of foreigners 
distress, and people often gave because they 
Iwere loath to refuse » man who might be 
in genuine distress. , The object of the pro~ 
lposed Society would be to save the people 
lof Shanghai from impostors, and its pur- 
pose, nike that of most ies; would 

tosave and not to spend money. It 
wou'd algo endeavour to help the truly 
unfortunate. Formerly the relief fund 
lorganised for this purposc had been most 
jiently cvntrolied by the Consul- 
General, independently of a committee, 
as it was desirable to deal with deserving 
[cases as speedily as possible, and to ob- 
tain the consent of a committee to the ex- 
penditare of small items of » dollar or two 

ich meant unnecessary delay. Bat now the 
operations, which would be carried on in 
this way, would be of more extensive 
Inature and it was thought better that they 
should be managed by a definite Society, 
with a small committee, the members of 
which should, if possible, be casily 
accessible by telephone. It would be 
lconvenient probably if the dispensing of 
the relief should be -in the hands of the 
[Consul-General with the approval of two 
lothers of the Committee. The pro- 
cedure then would be that Americans to 
is were made should refer the 
tress to the Consulate, where 
theoircumstances would be investigated and 
relief given if desorved. It would prob- 
lably not take,the form of money to able~ 
bodied men but order might be given on 
Jsomo one or other of the Homes,for bedsand 
menls, Sick persons, women, and children 
loould have their wants provided for, while 
men who made themsolves @ nuisance, 
feould be helped to the excent of sending 
thom nay from the Settlement at a cost 
of about $7 to $8 each. At present such men 
found it profitable to-call in at every house 
ina street; one man recently had made 
}$22 in a single day by the plea that he was 
without means, In regard to the raising 
‘of funds the Chairman suggested that 
individual mombsrs might contribute $1, 
or a8 much more as they felt able to give 5 
ind firms $10 oach or moro. Then the 
Consul-General would be able probably to 
divert} about #30 a month into the fund 
from Court fines, provided the Depsrt- 
ment of Stxte renewed its permission for 
such to bo done.

The Telephone at Court. 

‘The Empress Dowager has commanded 
the construction without delay of tele- 
phone lines connecting her own Palace, 
the Tzeningkung, in Peking, with Eho 
Park Palace aud the Palaces at the 
Southern and Northern lakes, which her 
Majesty often visits during various 
portions of the year. To the above-named 
palaces telephone lines are also to be 
immediately constructed connecting with 
the Grand Council Room in Peking, 
which, again, is to be connected by tele- 
phone with the Waiwupu, Shangpu, and 
Hupu, or Board of Revenue. The 
telephone, by the way, instead of being 
as formerly, phonetically called “ teb-li 
fung,” is now officially designated “Tien- 
hus,” or Electric Speech. 

The proposed Szechuan-Hankow 
Railway. 

A Chéngtu, capital of Szechuan, dis- 
patch, states that on the 16th of January 
last there was a meeting of officials,

What some Russian Refugees have 
been doing here. 
There are about one hundred and fifty 
Russian refagees from Port Arthar 








‘stopping at the Wananlou Obinese Inn, 
i om the corner of the French Bund and the 
Rue da Consulat. On Friday evening 
‘one of these refugees, in a fit of drunken 
frolic, began pouring kerosene oil on 
the fioor of one of the rooms of that 
inn and set fire to it, Fortunately, 
this was discovered before much dam 
was done and the fire was promptly put 
out by the people of the inn. Had the 
hour been a later one, when most of the 
inmates were asleep, there is no knowing 
what oxtent the fire brought about by the 
dranken insanity of the refugee could 
have led to. 


Violation of Neutral Territory. 

According to the Chinese newspapers 
published in the North, there arrived on 
the 4th instant at a place called Yipan- 
' tai, to the South of Hsinmintun, no less 
than 15,080 Russian troops, with sixty- 
four pieces of field artillery. Some of 
{these troops are also quartered in » 
hamlet called Fanchiatun, while a body 
‘of 500 Cossacks have even entered thi 
city of Hsinmintun itself, all of 
places mentioned above being in Chinese 
neutral territory. 

Panic. 

‘The same papers also state that the 
Russians in the vicinity of Mukden are 
\so much scared at the very shadow of the 
+ Japanese that often although no Japanoso 
troops could possibly be !anywhere near 
‘a Russian encampment, the sentries and 
outposts are so nervous that they would 
fire their rifles and raise an alarm merely 
at hearing the whistling of the wind, 
through the trees. Indeed, on the night 
of the 13th instant at Russian post, 
some ten or fifteen miles from any known 
Jepancee encampment, the sontries raised 
false alarm no less then four times. It 
is also stated that the Russian forces 
before Mukden are daily losing their 
numbers, not only through neumerous 
desertions to the ememy but also by 
ease, several thousands having died with- 
in the last fortnight. 


| Ousting the Hosts. 

| A Poking letter states that the family 
| of H. EB. Tedng Ch'i, Tartar Goneral of

of his yamén. In fact the Goneral’s

miserable houses belonging to a small 
‘trader, when driven out of the yamén, 
all the large and spacious yaméns ai 
residences in Mukden being occupied 
by Muscovite officers.

How Chinese Bankers fared in 
Shanghai in 1904. 

We mentioned in, these “ Notes” last 
month, just before the closing of the 
‘Chinese old year, the failure of several of 
tho principal Cantonese-owned Banks in 
‘these Settlements, which we are now told 
‘was caused by the sudden withdrawal of 
‘the capital of some of the largest share- 
holders in them at a critical moment, 
when according to time immemori 
‘there should have been plenty of kard 
cash in the vaults to square up accounts 
and tide over the last few days of the 
closing yest, Those failures wore there- 
‘fore, as may be seen, entirely due to for- 









Since then, wo have learned throngh 
various reliable soura t the failures 
‘of the Cantonese Banks hore were really 
the exceptions to the genoral rule, for no 
ther native banks locally lost mon 

‘A native correspondent who has 
turn for statistics sends a list of the 
best-known native banks in Shanghai and 
tho approximate amounts which stood to 
the credit of each at the close of the 
last Chinese year. We may note the 
principal institutions and their re- 
spective earnings, after paying off all ex- 
ponses. To begin with some of the 
large and best known in native finan- 
cial circles we have the Yi Shan-yuan 
‘and Cbéng Yd Banks each of which made 
“Dis. 45,000 ; the Yung Ta, Shéng Ta, and 
eight otber banks made about Tis. 30,000, 











each ; the Ohih Ta, Jui Ta and sixteen| 


‘others made about Tis. 20,000 each ; 
while thirty-six others, with much 
smaller capital, made onan average of 
from Tis. 8,000 to Tis. 10,000, each. 
‘The above relate to native banks 
in the International Settlement. As for 
bankers in the Chinese suburbs of the 
native city, which in ordinary years 
rarely make much money as compared 
with their brethren in the foreign settl 
monts, it was an abnormal year for the 
former, for we are told that the Yuan 
Hing Bank, near ‘Tungkadoo, made no 
Jess than Tis. 35,000, after paying all ex- 
ponses ; the An K‘ang, 
Yuan Ta Banks cach about 
‘Tis.30,000; while tho An Yi and fourother 
banks came out with a little over

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HE CHING-HAN- 
RAILWAY. 


This important railway, now nearing 
completion, is bound to become a strong 
factor in the opening of the interior of 
China. Starting from the Ch‘ieamén 
Station, at the very precincts of the 
Imperial Palace in the Capital, itis con- 
structed right through the centre of “the 
great plain to the city of Hankow, the 
great growing emporium on the Yangtze 
iver. It passes through three provinces 
(Chibli, Honan, Hupeh) and the prefectural 
cities of Paoting and Shunté in Chibli ; 
Changt® and Weibui in Honan, From 
Poking to the Yellow River: the track 
is 620 kilometres and from the Yellow 
River to Hankow 515.5 or nearly 1,200 
kilos to the whole route. For the most 
part the country covered is uniformly 
flat and no engincering difficulty of auy 
consequence had to be faced, but on the 
boundary betwoon the provinces of 
Honan and Hupeh the line had to be 
carried in a serpentine course over a very 
mountainous district containing some of 
the finest sconory in.Chin. ‘The highest 
ridge is tunnelled. ‘There is also n short 
tunnel on tho south bank of the Yellow 
River at the approxch to the bridge, 
which is now being rapidly built. 
steucture will be 3.3 kilomotres in leugth 
and about 20 motres in height—six above 
water line. 

There will be 102 spans (or arcs), but 
notof equal dimensions. Already twonty- 
two are completed from tho south and ten 
from the north side. It is expected that 
the work will be finished in about five 
months, There is a staff of fifty European 
ougineors and over 3,000 Chinese work- 
men employed, and the work is being 
rapidly pushed forward. An installation 
of electric light is being erected and work 
will go onday and night. The troachery and 
strength of the current, and the breadth 
and nature of the stream, make the bridg- 
ing of “China's Sorrow” a magnificont 
engineering project. Nocaissons are built, 
but screw piles aro driven by machinery, 
right down beneath the scour of the bed. 
Whon it is known that the depth of the 
main current is ten metres, that in flood 
there is over 14 metres of water, and that 
there is no rock foundation in theriver, the 
difficulty and nature of the bridging task 
may be appreciated. ‘Theunited wisdom 
of Belgian, French, Austrian, Italian, and 
British engineers—for those nationalities 
are all represented on the staff—ought to 
surmount all obstacles and overcome all 
difficulties. The native craft have taken 
‘across the treacherous current about 6,000 
tons of bridge material to the north bank 
in one month. The Company put on a 
steam launch, but she disappeared in the 
‘eddies, leaving not a wrack behind! 

It is interesting to know the actual 
time of travel between Poking and 
‘Hankow under present conditions. ‘Thi 
are passenger trains being run and ticke 
issued on the uorth side from Peking to 
Changtéfu, and ou thesouth side from Han- 
kow to Hsiichou. The intorvening sections 
north and south of the Yellow River 
havo the raila laid right to tho bridge 
both sides, and construction and ballast 
trains ran at frequent intervals. Starting 
then from Peking, the first day’s journey 
takes one to Shuntéfu, the second day to 
Changtéfu (or if you be fortunate to éatch 
‘a construction train to Hunhuanghsui), 
the third day to Hsinhsianghsien, the 
fourth day to the Yellow River, 
fifth day to Chéngebou, the. sixth day to 
Hsichou, the seventh day to Hsinyang- 
chou and the eighth day to Hankow:: With

At Chént‘ou (20 kilos 
south of Chéngtingfu) a narrow guage 
ine is being built to T’aiyuanfu, the 
capital of Shansi. Fifty kilomeires of 
roadway have been made and construe: 
tion trains are running towards Husilin. 
From Chéngehou in Honan six Belgian 
engineers have been at work for ‘over 
three months on the line from K‘niféngfu 
the capital to Hsianfu, the gront city of 
tho west. North of the Yellow River the 
Ching-Han line also crosses the Poking 
Syndicate’s short line. Other branches 
east and west are being surveyed for 
mining and other purposes. Altogether 
the Ching-Han railway is » conspicuous 
outcome of the energy of the engineers 
and the enterprise of the Company. 
May the undertaking be crorned with 
succebs and enrigh the commonweal of 
the country.

JUDGMENT. 

This suit is brought by the charterers 
of a British stexmship to recover dam- 
ages for a breach of the charter party. 
By the charter party the steamer was 
to proceed to the port of Moji and there 
load a part cargo of coals, 2.500 tons, 
for Shanghai, the steamer to be ready 
for loading at Moji about the 17th to 
20th of May 1904. Notice was given 
on behalf of the owners to. the 
charterers that the steamer could not 
be at Moji until a later date. There 
were two ‘such postoonements, the first 








Oliver v. Fielden, ((1849) 18 L. J. Exch. 
353), the arrival of the steamer was a 
condition precedent, and that the chart- 
erers were entitled to cancel the contract, 
and it was further admitted on the 
authority of Jackson v. Union Insurance 
Co ((1874) L. R. 10 C. P. 125), that the 
charterers were entitled to the damages 
(if any) which they may have incurred 
and which may fall within the category of 
damages allowed by the law applicable 
to the ease for such a breach of contract. 

The charterers had on the day 
after the charter party was signed 
made a sub-charter at a higher froight 
with a stipulation as to arrival similar 
To that in the original ckarter party. 
the steamer not arriving at tho time 
named in the ch rter and sub-charter, 
nor yet at the postponed date, the sub- 
charterer cancelled tho sub-charter and 
the charterer cancelled the charter, aud 
the notice of such cancellation was given 
to the defendants before the stoamer had 
arrived. 

The charterers now claims Fifty Taols 
as the sun which they had to pay to tho 
sub-charterer for expenses incurred by 
the latter for lighters and for the cost 
of other preparations for. the steamers 
arrival. This claim is not now disputed. 

But the charterera further claim the 
sum of 581 dollars and 25 cents, bei 
the difference between the freight at the 
rate named in the charter and the freight 
named in the sub-charter. It is admi 
ted that, if the steamer had arrived in 
time, the chgrterers would have earned 
that mount as profit on the charte 

The defence is that these dams 
too remote, that they do not come with- 
in the category of damages legally 
recoverable. 

Reference was made to the caso of Dun- 
lop. v Higgins (1848) 1 HL C., $81), heard

The Lord Chancellor, Lord Cottenham, 
in advising the House, referring to the 
subject matter of the.contract in that 
case said : 

“Suppose for instance a party who 
has agreed to purchase 2,000 tons of 
-pig-iron on « particular day, has himself 
entered into s contract with somebody 
else, conditioned for the supply of 
2,000 tons of pig-iron to be delivered 
on that. day, and that he, uot being 
‘able’ %o obtain those 2,000 tons of 
pig-iron on that particular day, 
loses the benefit arising from that 
contract. lf pig-iron had only risen s 
shilling s ton in tho market, but the 
pursuers had lost £1,000 upon a contract 
with arailway company, in my opinion 
they ought not only to recover the 
damage which would have arisen if they 
had gone into the market and bought the 
pig-iron at that increased price, but also 
that profit which would have been re-' 
ceived: if the party bad performed 
contract. No other rule is reconcilabl 
with justice.” 

If this rule were applicable to the 
. present case, the plaintiff’ would be en- 
titled to recover the amount he claims as 
compensation for the loss of the profit he 

ld have made, But, the caso was a 
non the law of Scotland, and a 
difference between that law and 
of England was recognised. Tho Lord 
Chancellor made this clear. He ob- 
served: In what I have now said I 
have wished to confine myself to the law 
‘of Scotland. Ihave not had an oppor- 
tunity of saying anything on the subject 
of the law of England.”

But that is no ground why Your Lord- 
ships should introduce into the law of

In the judgment in Hadley v. 
Baxendale, the rule is thus laid down 
“We think the proper in 
such a case as the present is this :— 
“ Where two parties have made a contract 
which one of them has broken, the dam- 
ages which the other party ought to 
receive in respect of such breach of 
contract should be, either such as may 
fairly and reasonably be considered 
arising naturally, i.e., according to 
the usual course of things, from 
such breach of contract, or such as may 
reasonably be supposed to have been in 
the contemplation of both parties at the 
time they made the contract, as the 
probable result of the breach of it. Now} 
if the special circumstances under which 
the contract was actually made were 
communicated by the plaintiff to the 
defendant, and thus known to both parties 
the damages resulting from the breach of 
such a contract which they would reason- 
ably contemplate would be the amount 
of injury which would ordinarily follow| 
from a breach of contract under those 
special circumstances, so known and com- 
municated. But on the other hand, if 
those special circumstances were wholly 
unknown to the party breaking the con- 
tract, he at the most could only be sup- 
posed to have had in his contemplation 
the amount of injury which would arise| 
generally, and in the great multitude of 
cases not affected by any special circum- 
stances, from such « breach of contract. 
For, had the special circumstances been 
P might have especially 

provided for the breach of contract by 
special terms as to the damages in that 
case, and of this advantage it would be 
vory unjust to deprive them.” There are 
thus two branches to this rule: the first, 
that, where no special circumstances 
exist, or, if they exist are not known to 
the defendant, the party breaking the

‘the conditions of this charter party, but 
if below chartered rate on an average, 
the difference to be paid in cash to 
Captain or Owner's Agents at the port 
of loading.” 

‘The clause is x printed clause in 
the charter party. It is not contended 
that it is an unusual clause. But it 
is relied on as showing that re-chartering 
orsub-chartering was one of the ways in 
which the vessel might be used, and that 
the defendants had notice that the vessel 
might be used in that way. 

‘The cases relied on as bringing this 
case within the second branch of the 
rule in Hadley v. Baxendale are Borries 
¥. Hutchinson ((1865), 34L. J. ©. P. 169), 
Grébert-Borgis v. Nugent ((1885), 15 
Q. B.D. 85) and Hammond v. Bussey 
((1887), 20 Q. B. D. 79). 

‘The head note in Borries v. Hutchin- 
son is as follows :— 

“ Plaintiffs bought caustic soda of the 
defendant, part to be shipped in June, 
part in July, and the rest in August. 
‘The defendant knew at the time of tho 
sale that the plaintiffs bought to soll again 
on the Continent, and that it was to bo 
shipped from Hull, but not that it was 
for Russia, although he learned this also 
before the eud of August. Tho de- 
fondant neglected to deliver any such 
soda during the time contracted for, 
but he delivered a portion in September 
and October. There was no market for 














caustic soda, and tho plaintiffs, who bad 
contracted for the ro-sale of the soda to 
H., a merchant in Rassia, lost the profit 
on’ such re-sale in respect of the soda 
which was not delivered at all, and, 
by reason of the approach of winter in 
the Baltic, 


were obliged to pay an in- 
f froight and insurance on 
mt of the soda which was 
delivered in September and October : 
Held, that the damages which tho 
plaintiffs were entitled to recover for the 
defendant's breach of contract were 
the loss of profit on the sale to H. and 
also the cost of such increased rato 
of freight and insurance, but not the 
damages the plaintiffs paid H. in respect 
-sale made by him to a consumer 
of the article.” 

‘The question, however, whether the 
plaintiffs were or were not entitled to 
recover the loss of their profit on the 
re-sale to their sub-purchaser never came 
up for decision. The defendants paid 
the amount of that profit into Court, and 
there was no argu nent on that point. 
Counsel for the defendants are reported 
to have said : 
here being no market for the soda, 
it is admitted the doctrine respecting tho 
purchaser going into the market and 
purchasing the article does not apply; 
and as it is not reasonable to suppose 
that the plaintiffs would give an order to 
snother manufacturer to supply him 
with the soda he required, it is admitted 
at they are entitled to recover the 
amount of their loss of profit on their 
sale, and that amount has been paid 
into Court.” 

‘The argument then proceeds :—“ What

‘This point is doalt with in the next case 
relied on, Grébert-Borgnis t. Nugont. 

In that case the defendants contracted 
with the plaintiff to deliver goods to him 
of a particular shape and description at 
certain prices and by instalments at dif- 
ferent times. Whe the contract was 
made the defendants knew that, except as 
to price, it corresponded with and was 
substantially the same as a contract 
which the plaintiff had entered into with 
® French customer of his, and that it 
was made to enable the plaintiff to fulfil 
such last-mentioned contract. The de- 
fendants delivered part of the goods but 
broke their contract to deliver the ro- 
mainder. There was no market price for 
such goods, and goods of the description 
contracted for could not be procured’ 
anywhere unless ordered somo time in 
In consequence of the di 
dant’s bresch of contract the plaintiff was 
unable to supply the goods he had con- 
tracted to supply and had to pay damages 
to his customer for his breach of contract, 
At the trisl the Judge: held thet the 
plaintiff was entitled to recover the loss 
of profit he would have made on the 
contract with his customer and a rea- 
sonable sum by way of damages for the 
breach of contract by the defendants. 

‘The defendants apponled on the latter 
point, but made no objection to the 
plaintiff being entitled to recover for 
his loss of profit, or to the sum 
given n respect of such loss,. but 
objection was made to tho sum awarded 
as dameges beyond that profit. The 
Court of Appeal held. that the plaintift 
was entitled to recover not only for loss 
of profit but a reasonablesum for damages 
by reason of the damages which he had 
been compelled to pay to his customer. 
‘The reasons why in that caso the plain- 
tiff was entitled to recover for his loss of 
profit are stated in the judgment of 
Brett, M.R., who, after expressing his

But the case upon which Counsel for 
the plaintiffs most relied is the later case 
of Hammond e, Bussey. That was not a 
caso for the recovery of damages for loss 
of profit, but reliance was placed on the 
language there used by the Master of the 
Rolls in referring to his judgment in 
Grébert-Borgnis e. Nugent. 

In Hammond ». Bussey the defendant 
contracted for the sale of coal of a par- 
ticular description to the plaintiffs, know- 
ing that they were buying such coal for 
the purpose of reselling it as coal of the 
same description. The plaintiffs did so 
resell the coal. The coal delivered by 
the defendant to the plaintiffs under the

beyond certain amount, with the 
Fronch customer, Now what wore the 
damages to which, under those ciroums- 
tances, the plaintiff was entitled?

Again ho says 

“Now the cases which have been 
cited are supposed to be cases which 
carry out the principle laid down in 
Hadley v. Baxendale.‘ And what I take 
to be the result of them is this: where a 
plaintiff under such cirenmstences ns the 
prosont is socking to recover for some 
liability which ho has incurred under a 
contract made by him with a third person, 
ho must show that the defendant at: the 
time that he made the contract, knew of 
that contract, and contracted on the 
terms of being liable if he forced the 
plaintiff to a broach of that contract. If 
such sub-contract was not made kuown 
to him at all the dofendant cannot be 
made liablo for what the plaintiff has had 
to pay under it.” 5 

It, will bo soon that the grounds upon 
which it was held that the plaintiff was 
entitled to recover in respect of loss of 
profit wore, first, the fact that there was 
A sub-contract and that the particulars of 
that subcontract were made known to 
the defendants at the time when the 
contract was entered into, and, second, 
thet there was no market for the 
particular goods bought. As was 
laid down in tho judgment of the 
Master of tho Rolls, it would have been 
tho duty of the plaintiff, if he could have 
done 80, to have purchased goods to 
fulfil the contract he had made with his 
customer, and if the market price was 
higher than that agreed upon with the 
defendants he would have been entitled 
to recover the difference. - 

In tho present case, as we have seen, 
the sub-contract was not made known to 
the dofendants, and wo have no evidence 
as to whether another vessel could or 
could not have been procured in place of 
the vossel chartored, and the fact of the 
sub-charteror refusing to load when the 
vessel did arrive and his not claiming 
any incroased freight. or any other dam- 
ages oxcept such as were occasioned by

could not be ascertained by inspec- 
tion of the coal, and only became apparent, 
upon its use by thesub-vendees.

from the plaintiffs. The plaintiffs there- 
upon sued the defendant for breach of 
contract, claiming as damages the amount 
of the damages recovered from i 

the action by their sub-vendeos, 
costs which had been incurred in such 
‘action. The defendant paid the amcunt 
of the damages in the previous action 
into court, but denied his linbility in re- 
spect of the costs. It was held that, the 
defence of the previous action, being 
under the circumstances reasonable, the 
costs incurred by the plaintiffs as defend- 
ants in such action were recoverable 
under the rule in Hadley v. Baxendale, 
‘as boing damages which might reasonably 
be supposed to have been in the contem- 
plation of the parties, at the time when 
they made the contract, as the probable 
result of a breach of it. 

It will be seen that the damages paid 
into Court in this case were recoverable 
upon a totally different ground from that 
upon which the damages were recover- 
able in Borries v. Hutchinson and 
Grébert-Borgnis v. Nugent. In this case 
the goods were sold under a warranty 
that they ariswered a particular descrip- 
tion, and the damages srose from the 
goods delivered not answering that des- 
eription. The goods delivered were 
used but they were of an inferior 
quality. In the two previous casea 
the damages arose from a failure to 
wr the goods at all. In Hammond 
jussey the question of a market for 
the goods or no market did not arise, and 
it is only important as bearing on the 
question whether s sub-contract must 
have been actually made at the time the 
contract was entered intoand whether this 
fact must also have been known to the 
vendors, in order to make the vendors 
liable for damages arising out of the sul 
contract. In that case Counsel for the 
defendant in their argument are reported 
to re said The plaintiffs in the 
present action are not entitled:to recover 
from the defendant their costs of defend- 
ing the action brought against them by 
the persons with whom they contracted 
over. Such costs do not come within the 
rule stated in Hadley v. Baxendale. They 




















~ the delay in arrival would certainly not 


are not damages which can fairly and 





reasonably be considered to arise natural- 
ly from the breach of the contract itself, 
nor such as may ressonably be supposed 
to have been in the contemplation of both 
parties at the time they made the con- 
tract.” 


‘And again :— In order that costs such 
as these may be recoverable, there must 
be an express or implied contract of in- 
demnity. There would be sn implied 
‘contract to indemnify where.one person in 
substance contracted to perform another 
contract entered into by the person with 
whom he contracted. Such is tho effect 
of the judgment of the Master of the 
Rolls in Grébert-Borgnis v. Nugent. The 
present case falls short of that. Here 
at the time of making the contract 
with the defendant the plaintiffs had not 
contracted for the resale of the coal, 
the two contracts were entirely dis- 
tinct and independent of each other.” 

‘The Master ‘of the Rolls, whose judg- 
ment in’ the case of Grébert-Borgnis ». 
Nugent has been cited, was also ono of 
the judges of appeal in the case of 
Hammond v. Bussey. Having stated the 
facts of this case, he observed that the 
defendant “therefore know that the 
plaintiffs would enter into contracts with 
others similar to the contract he himself 
had made with the plaintiffs, that is to 
say into contracts for the sale: of steam 
coal, which would amount to a warranty 
that the coal was reasonably fit to: be 





mages} used for the purposes of steam coal on 


bourd steamers. Ho did not know, it 
is true, with what specific persons the 
plaintiffs would make much contracts, but 
that seems to me immaterial.” Then 
having said that the rule of law as to the 
measure of damages was ennunciated in 
Hadley v. Baxendale, ho proceeds to 
examine the rule, and, having stated the 
first branch of the rule, that the damages 
“should be such as may fairly and 
reasonably be considered either arising 
naturally, i.e., according to the usual 
course of things, from such breach of 
contract itself,” he says:—“ That is the 
enunciation of, the rule with regard to 
damages for a bi of contract 
where no special circumstances arise, 
and would apply to this case if there 
bad been no sub-contract which the 
defendant know to exist or to be likely 
tobe made.” And then he proceeds :— 
“The rule goes on to state what the 
measure of damages is where there are 
special circumstances as follows :— or 
such as may reasonably be supposod to 
have been in thecontemplation of both 
parties at tho time they made the con- 
tract as the probable result of tho 
breach of it’” And further on he 
says :—“ The next sentence of the judg- 
ment is, I think, to be considered rather 
as valuable exemplification of the rule, 
an illustration of the circumstances 
under which the second branch of the 
rale would apply, than as part of the 
role itself.” And, after setting out tho 
sentence, he says:—“I do not think 
that there is anything in these words to 
show that the second branch of the rulo 
must be confiited to the case of a sub- 
contract already actually made at the 
time of the making of the contract, and 
would not apply to the case of a sub- 
contract not -yet actually made, but 
which will probably be made. I ‘think 
that this sentence must be looked upon 
‘as intended to be an exemplification of 
the second branch of the rule. alrondy 
stated rather than part of it; and in 
any case it seems to mo clear that the 
rule would spply to the caso of a sub- 
contract which within the knowledge of 
the defendant was in the ordinary course 
of business sure to be made.” Then 
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"pe rale.to.th 
facts of the case before him. And,:with 
reference to the language used by him 
in the case of Grébert-Borgais v. Nugent 
he says :—“'The language used by me in 
the case Grébert-Borgnis v. Nugent has 
been relied upon for the defendant. But 
that language must be read in connection 

ith the subject matter. I was there 
giving an acconnt of the circumstances 
of that case, ws I hae given «no 
account of the circumstances of this 
case, and I used that language in 
pressing what I conceived to be the 
particular circumstances of that case 
which made the rale in Hadley . Baxen- 
dale applicable. It seems to me im- 
ial whether the phraseology [ used 
ng was exactly accurate, for, if 
stances of that case did come 
within that rale it comes to the sam 
thing There was nothing said by me 
in that ease whieh roally adds xnything 
to or takes anyching from the rule enun- 

jated in Hadley ». Baxendale as applic- 
able to a case like the present.” 

‘Those obsorvations of the Master of 
the Rolls, aud the unanimous judgment 
of the Court, that the plaintiff was 
entitled to recover for the costs incurred 
by him in defending the action brought 
against him by his sub-vendeos although 
the plaintiff at the time the contract 
was made had not contracted for th 
resale of the coal, are relied on by the 
plaintiffs in the prosont case as doing 
‘away with the doctrine that it is neces- 
ry thxt the resale on sub-contract 
hould have been made at the time when 
the contract was entered into, and tl 
the probability of a sub-contract being 
mado was a sufficient special cireumstanon

warranty; and to see whether, under 
these circumstances, the bringiug of 
an action by the sub-vendeos in the 
event of there being a breach of 
‘the warranty by tho vendees, and the 
defence of such action by the ven- 
dees aro consequences that may ri 
sonably be supposed to have been in 
the contemplation of the parties at the 
time they made the contract as a prob- 
able result of the breach of it. Such a 
question is ove upon which those who 
to determine it must exercise their 
\ds according to the circumstances of 
the particular case.” 

It will be seen here that in addition to 
the probability or certainty of a sub- 
contract being made, there was an ad 
tional circumstance known to the parties 
when the contract was made, namely, the 
fact of the sale being of an article by a 
particular description with a warranty 
that it would correspond to that descrip- 
tion, under conditions that would pro- 
bably lead to » lawsuit between the 
vendees and their sub-vendee in case of 
breach. 

It will bo seen that while Lord Esher 
says that the second branch of the rule 
would apply to the case of a sub-contract 
which within the knowledge of she de- 
fondant was in the ordinary course 
of business sure to be made, he does 
not say that in every case where a sub- 
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branch of the rule would apply to that 
sub-contract. 

His words must be looked at in the 
light of the facts of the case before 
him, and in the case before him he 
found as a fact that, not only was 
it certain that a sub-contract would be 
made, but sub-contract with certain 
conditions And the case goes no 
forth r than to decide that where the 
parties entering into a contract know 
that a sub-contract wtth certain condi- 
tions ix sure to be entered into, they 
are in the same positint as if 
that sub-contract had already been 
‘entered into and the terms of it were 
known to them at the time of making the 
contract. 

No such cireumstances nro alleged in 
the present ease. All that can be on 
tended for is, that the defendants kuew 
\that the plaintiffs might enter into a 
sub-charter, but what the torms.of. that 
sub-charter might be they had uo means 
lof knowing. 

The present case, therefore, does not 
[gome within the decision iu Hammond ». 
Bussey, and, as we have seen, it is 
ditingaissable from the cases of Borries 
v. Hutchinson aud Grebert-Borguis v. 
Nugent, in the circumstance thxt in those 
cases there was no market for the goods 
contracted to be sold. ‘The oases which 
apply aro the cases of Reynolds v. 
Williams and Thol v. Henderson. The 
ese comes then within the first bra ich 
of the rule in Hadley v. dale, and 
the plai ecover. 

It was suggested that there was 
distinction between the charter of a 
vessel and a contract for the sale of 
goods. But that distinction was not 
pressed. ‘There was nothing in the 
charter in this ease to make it important 
that the goods should be carried by the 
particular vessel named in the charter. 
It was a contract for the carriage of « 
certain qnantity of coals, 2.500 tons, 
which might as well be oxrried by any 
other steamer qualified to carry it, and 
what the plaintiffs were authorised to 
sub-let was “dead weight capacity.” 

There is, however, another ground on 
which the plaintiffs claim to recover. 
They claim that they are ot 
recover all they have claimed 
than they have claimed under the clause 
in the charter-party as to the penalty 
for a breach of agreement. The clause 
in this charter-party is as follows:— 
“Penalty for non-performance of thi 
agreement to be the estimated amount 
of freight to be earned under this charter, 
payable by the party delinquent to the 
party observant.” 

If the amount mentioned in this clause 
is intended as s penalty, as the parties 
themselves say it is, then it caunot be 
recovered. Under th ute 8 and 9 
Will. ITT, c.11.s. 8, if it is intended as a 
penalty the plaintiffs can recover only 
the actual damages suffered, to be detor- 
mined in the usual way. The use of 
the “penalty” howaver is not con- 
clusive as to the intention of the parties, 
and it is for the judge to decide upon a 
consideration of the whole insteument 
whether it is intended as a penalty or 
xs liquidated damages. If there be only 
one event upon which the money is to 
become payable, it will, with exceptions 
which do not apply to the present caso, 
be treated as liquidated damages, and so 
recoverable whatever the actual damage 
may be. If on the other hand the agree- 
ment provides for several events of 
various degrees of importance and some 
of them are of such a nature that the 
damages arising from a breach of them, 












































































would be altogether out of proportion 
to the amount stipulated for, it will, be 
deemed to be a penalty. 

‘A similar clause in a charter-party 
came up for consideration in the Court 
of Queen’s Bench in the: case of Godard 
v. Grey ((1870) LR, 6 Q.B., 139). The 
clause in the chart r-party in that cas 
was “ Penalty for nou-performance of thi 
agreement estimated amount of freight 
The charter-party was made in England 
with merchants residing at Nazaire. One 
yyage had been made under the charter, 
and uuder the events which happened the 
charterers were entitled to have her make 
two voyages more. The owners refused 
to allow her to proceed on the other two 
voyages, and the owners were sued by the 
charterers for breach of the charter in the 
Civil Tribunal of First Instance at Sav 
nay, and the French Court gave judgme: 
for the amount-of the penalty On this 
judgment the charterers sued the owners 
in the Court of the Queen’s Bench and it 
was held that they wore estopped by the 
jndgmont of the French Court, chough 
the Court of Queon’s Bench were unai 
mous in considering that the judgment 
had taken an erroneous view of the Eng- 
lish law, a» to which Blackburn J. in de- 
livering judgment said :— 

All parties in France seem to have 
taken it for granted that the words in the 
charter-party wore to be understood in 
their natural senso ; but the English law 
is accurately expressed in Abbott on 
Shipping, part 3, 0.1.8.6, 5th ed., p. 170, 
and had that passage been brought to the 
notice of the French tribunal, it would 
have known that in an Enghsh charter- 
party, as is there “Such a clause 
is not the absolute limit of damages on 
either side; the party may, if he thinks fit, 
ground his action upon the other clauses 
or covenants, and may, in such action, 
recover damages beyond the 

of the penalty if in justice they 
und to exceed it. On the other hand, 
if the party sue on such a penal clause, 
he cannot, in effect, recover more than the 
damage actually sustained’ But it was 
not brought to the notice of the French 
tribunal tht according to the inter- 
pretation put by the ‘Feuglish law ‘on 
such a contract, a penal clauso of thi 
sort was in fact idle’ and inoperative. 
If it had been, they would, probably, 
have interpreted the English cont 
made in England according to the Englis 
construction. No blame can be imputed 
to foreign lawyers for not conjecturing 
that the clause was a mere bratumn falmen. 
The fault, if any, was in the defendants, 
for not properly instructing theit French 
counsel on tl int.” 

But the plaintiffs relied on the judg- 
ment of the Privy Couucil in the ease of 
Dimech ». Corlett ((1858, 12 Mosre, 199). 
In that case too the penalty for non- 
performance of the agreement wis to be 
the amount of freight, and the owners 
sued for the amount of full freight that 
might have been earned, though they 
were willing to make a deduction for 
freight earned on their return voyage.

The prisoner pleaded guilty to the 
first charge, but not guilty to the charge 
of forgery. 

An affidavit had been filed by C, Liebe, 
the informant, to the effect that the 
prisoner, by representiog himself to be 
‘an employee of the firm of Nichanoff, 
Pestchanoff and Co. of Hankow and 
tendering a draft on the said firm, had 
obtained from Messrs, Liebe, Wulff and 
Co. the sum of $128 and goods to the 
value of $100. 

‘Mr. ‘Liebe testified that the prisoner 
was employed by Liebe, Wulff and Oo, 
until the 28th of December, 1904, when 
be told his employers that he had obtain- 
ed aromunorative position with Nichanoff, 
Postchanoff and Co. and obtained from 
informant an advance for his passage 
money. After leaving the employmett 
of Liebe, Wulff and Co. the prisoner sent 
in orders for goods, and a telegram from 
witness to the said Hankow firm elicited 
tho information that the prisoner was not 
employed there. 

‘Mr. Wulf gave corroborative evidence, 
and the prisoner admitted the truth of 
this evidence. 

His Honour then produced a certificate, 
purporting to be signed by George Derby, 
‘and cortifying to the prisoner's employ- 
ment by and ability in the sorvice of 
“The Great Electric Factory in London.” 

Mr. George Derby gave evidence that 
tho signature to the certificate was not 
written by him and was a forgery.

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WHO IS TO BLAME?

Our of several burning questions 
agitating Russia at the present 
moment, one of the most frequently 
asked is that we have selected above, 
“Who is to blame for the war and 
the present humiliation caused by 
it?” Perhaps it is fortunate for the 
Russian Government that its people 
are to the extent of some eighty per 
cent grossly illiterate. Were th 
the same general intelligence that is 
the national characteristic across the 

jr in Germany, it would have 
been inipossible by any means to 
quiet the clamour that would have 
arisen long before this time. But as 
things are in Czarland, one of the 

classes of society is too deeply 
interested in the continuance of the 
present régime to make any stir 
another is too deeply sunk in ignor- 
‘ance, poverty, and indifference to 
care much about what happens, and 
the third is numerically too small to 
overcome the deadly enmity of the 
first or effectually.stir the inertia of 
the second. In a word, the educated 
classes of Russia apart from that 
great section of them which lives 
and moves and has its being in 
Ozardom, are too small to hope as 
yet. to cope with the organised forces 
of the autocracy, and too few to rouse 
to the sticking-point the down- 
trodden millions who suffer like dumb 
beasts because they seem to think 
that God and the Government created 
them so to do. 

‘The outbursts which have recently 
alarmed the Russian Government 
are but the ebullient symptoms 
of a ferment that will eventual- 
ly descend through the whole mass 
of the Russian proletariat and 
cause an upheaval to which the 
French Revolution was child’s play, 
unless relief is speedily found for the 
ever-increasing pressure from withi 
“Who is to blame?” is at the 
moment mainly the angry outery of 
the educated few, the university 
professors, teachers, students, and 
professions generally. By and by it 
will be the roar of the multitude, We 
in England, have an answer to the 
query ready in an instant: It is no 
new one with us, and the reply has 
become almost stereotyped: “It is

That 
Alexeieff began in error, continued 
in error, and ended in error is now 
80 evident that none need try to de- 
monstrate it, but that he was in- 
stigated and egged on by the expan- 
sionist party at home is equally cer- 
tain, and indeed the condemnation 
by those in Russia most likely to 
know. ofthese very men shows that 
Russians themselves are keen to 
award blame to those who deserve it. 

With the Grand Dukes there stand 
arraigned the greater part of the 
bureaucrats whose lives depend upon 
the continuance of despotism. ‘These 
hirelings of tyranny. know full well 
what is in store for them should de- 
moeracy com» into power. The 
terror of their prototypes in Paris 
80 vividly portrayed by Dickens in 
the “Tale of Two Cities,” is theirs. 
Toa man they will fight for the 
support of the presnt 1égime until 
they see it is useless to fight any 
longer, and then, they will try to curry 
favour with whatever moneutary 
dictator a successful upheaval may 
bring fort!

He will permit no radical 
modification of. the system which has 
brought him and his country to 
the present pass, but muttering the 
old incantatio’s tries to ineet new 
‘difficulties. with worn-out weapons, 
Of all governments with which for 
his many sins unfortunate man has 
been cursed, by far the worst has 
been that which has most nearly 
approachod to theocracy. The nearer 
divinity, the farther from God. We 
have seen it in our own history, 
Never was the divine right of Kings 
more fluently and piously insisted 
upon than under the rule of that 
priest-ridden pair of Charleses and 
their precious successor, James, 
Never was it more ‘earnestly 
upheld than just before the close of 
the eighteenth century in France. 
Vox populi, vox dei, may be 
‘a concentrated essence of democratic 
belief needing at times a little water 
and perhaps a pinch of salt, but it is 
far closer to the trath than any im. 
per motto ever conceived, and 
we still hope to see belief in it more 
widespread in Russia. The more 
the Czar takes his people into his 
confidence the greater will be their 
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regard for him and the less likely 
will it be that he can ever be brought 
before the bar of public opinion 
again as he is now.

A Cossack Raid into Neutral 
Territory. 
Woe translate the followiug from a 
private letter written by a Chinese trader 
jst Hsiomintun, “On ‘the Ist instant a 
body of over 1,000 mounted Russians 
Jog from 'Tiebling, a fortified Russian 

post forty miles north of Mukden, sudden- 
fy entered the town of Fak‘umén, which 
is situated well inside the neutral lines, 
and forcibly billeted themselves upon the 
unwilling inhabitants for the night. 
Hearing, however, of the unwelcome 
proximity of Hunghutso, the raiders 
encamped next morning on a neighbour- 
ing height for fear of attack by the Hung- 
hutso. “The following day (Chinese New 
Year's Eve) hearing that the Hunghutso 
were preparing to attack them, the Cossack 
raiders swooped down upon the unfor- 
inate Fakuménites and carried off every- 
thing edible that had beon prepared by 
their victims for the celebration of thei 
New Your fostivitios. In faot, not a 
jingle family or shop In that town escaped 
the Cossacks, who even went so far as to 
Jeave not a single eatable thing behind 
them when they fled from the asppro- 
aching Hunghutse. Anything that could 
not be carried away these rathless visitors 
wantonly destroyed.

| CLOSING SCENES OF 
THE GREAT 
SIEGE. 


By THe Srectat Conpasronpaxt OF THE 
“Kose Heratp.” 


Kobe, 11th February. 

Operations at Port Arthur reached 
climax on New Year's day and within 
forty-eight hours a condition of affairs 
reigned within and without the beleaguered 
fortress which can only be described ws an 
anti-climax. Up to the night of January 
{st fighting of the most ssoguinary descrip- 
tion raged unabated, despite the fact that 
the Commanderin-Chief of the Fortified 
District of Port Arthur sent off a letter of 
capitulation at 4 o'clock in the afternoon. 
The final bombardment began at 10 a.m. 
on December 31st, when the mines beneath 
the parapet of Shojusan were blown up, and 
itoontinued throughout the day. There 
was an occasional Iull during the night, 
but the cannonade was re-opened with 
renewed vigour on the 1st. Everyone ex- 
‘a quiet day, as preparations for 

few Year festivities had been made in 
all the camps, but it soon became evident 
that General Nogi was determined to 
follow up his success of the previeus day, 
‘After five months’ terrible work he had 
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possession of the enemy's ventre. 
in a fortnight thiee of the strongest 
sitions had been taken—the famous 
jorth Fort (Bast Keikansan) on the 
night of the 18th Deeember, and Shojusan 
Bastion No. 3 of the Russixns) on the 
st December—ihus giving the besiegers:
